Republican Congressmen Talk 
Of 'Possible Impeachments'; 
Political Controversy Rages 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


•President Truman fired Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today on 
grounds he failed to support 
—and publicly sought 
to 


change—the grand strategy 
of the United Nations war 
against Red aggression in 
Korea. 


In a sensational statement 


released at the White House 
,^at 12 midnight XCST) the 


president announced: 


"With deep regret I have con- 


cluded that General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur is unable to 
give his wholehearted support to 
the policies of the United States 
government and of the United Na- 
tions in matters pertaining to his 
official duties." 


Truman Acted Fast 


Acting with lightning speed on 


(4'.hat conclusion, once he had 


reached it, the President: 


1. Relieved the 71-year-old Mac- 


Arthur of his four-fold duties as 
supreme allied occupation com- 
mander in Japan; United Nations 
commander in chief for Korea; 
United States commander in chief 
for the Far East; and commanding 
general of the United States army 
in the Far East. 


^ 2. Named Lieut Gen. Matthew 
™B. Ridgway, field commander in 


Korea, to succeed MacArthur in 
all these commands. That means 
Ridgway not only will direct the 
UN campaign in Korea but also 
wind up the Japanese occupation, 
assuming peace treaty plans go 
through.

3. Named Lieut. Gen. James A. 


Van Ipeet, commander of the- Sec- 


.jond azmy at Fort George G. Meade, 


Md., to take over the Eighth army 
command in Korea from Ridgway. 


4. Issued a set of secret mess- 


ages exchanged 
between Mac- 


Arthur and the joint chiefs of staff 
here. The evident aim was to show 
that MacArthur had scorned suc- 
cessive Washington directives to 
clear anything he said on major 
political or military policy with 
either te State or Defense depart- 
,i metns. 


The order relieving MacArthur 


of command was Truman's answer 
to the general's persistent cam- 
paign of public statements to get 
the United States to follow a dif- 
ferent policy in the Far East and 
especially, with its UN allies, in 
the Korean war. 


Policies Reaffirmed 


His dismissal amounts to rcaf- 


firmation 
by Mr. Truman of 


'•United States policies for a 


strictly limited war in Korea, if 
possible, and for treating Europe 
as the ultimately decisive area of 
contest with Soviet Communist 
power.

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Congressional Republicans, 
angered by President Tru- 
man's firing of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, talked of "possi- 
ble impeachments" today and 
got the general's -agreement 
to address a joint session of 
senate and house. 


Senator Wherry of Nebras- 


ka and Rep. Martin of Massa- 
chusetts, the GOP floor lead- 
ers, talked to MacArthur by 
transpacific telephone. 


Martin announced to the house: 
"I am authorized to say that 


Gen. MacArthur would be delight- 
ed to have an invitation to speak" 
to a joint session. He added that 
MacArthur "can be here in about 
three weeks." 


Martin issued a statement in 


which he said, 'among other things, 
that "the question of possible im- 
peachments was discussed." 


Martin was asked about the use 


of plural "impeachments." 


The plural was correct, Martin 


replied. 
i 


Asked whether the subject of 


impeachments applied to anyone 
in particular, Martin said it ap- 
plied to anyone "who has trans- 
gressed." 


Martin let it stand at that. 


Acheson, Too 


The plain implication, however, 


Was that they felt an. impeach- 
ment move might be warranted 
against President Truman, Secre- 
tary of State Acheson and possibly 
others in the Democratic adminis- 
tration. 


Impeachment is, in effect, trial 


for removal from office. The me- 
chanics are this: The house must 
adopt a resolution of impeachment. 
The senate then sits as a court to 
try the impeachment charges. 


When the house itself convened 


at 11 a. m., Martin asked for a 
two-hour recess so Republican 
members could hold a caucus about 
MacArthur. Martin failed to get 
it over the Democratic opposi- 
tion. 


Capitol Hill Split 


Most of the Capitol Hill split 


over the MacArthur removal was 
along party lines. For the most 
part, the Democrats were quick to 
line up in support of Truman's ac- 
tion. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 


house armed services committee 
got out a statement saying the 
president has his "full support." 
He called Mac Arthur's removal:

pathologist, told the jury that it 
was his belief that young LaRoy 
had been seized with an attack 
and then 
clutched his throat

Question Patient

Background of Policy Fuss Involved Best 


Method to Curb Reds

WASHINGTON—(AP)—This is an ABC on the big fuss 
over Gen. MacArthur's ideas and those of the Truman ad- 
ministration which led the president to oust MacArthur early 
today. 


MacArthur has supporters, particularly among Repub- 


licans in congress. Boiled down, this is the MacArthur school 
of thought: 


1. Although this country and its Atlantic Pact partners 


are making big plans for defense of Europe, in case Russia 
attacks there, the big fight against Communism has to be 
made in Asia. 


2. MacArthur's hands were tied. He was not permitted 


to use his full strength in the Korean war against the Chi- 
nese Communists or to fight it the way he, as general in com- 
mand, thought best. If this continues there can only be a 
stalemate, with men and materials chewed up needlessly.

MAC TOOK DISMISSAL NEWS 'MAGNIFICENTLY' 


Aide Praises General 'In His Finest Hour" 


TOKYO—(AP) — MacAr- 


thur received the news of dis- 
missal from all his commands 
today 
"magnificently and 


without turning of hair." 


Maj. Gen. Courtney Whit- 


ney, military secretary of the 
United Nations command, 
told newsmen MacArthur 
would have no comment "for 
the time." He added: 


"I just left the general. He 


received the word of the presi- 
dent's dismissal from com- 
mand magnificently. He nev- 
er turned a hair. His soldier- 
ly qualities were never more 
pronounced. 


"This has been his finest 


hour." 


The firing of MacArthur, 


by President Truman, came 
with the drama and irony 
which has marked the five- 
star general's 47 years of ac- 
tive military life. His notice 
came without warning during 
a quiet luncheon at his home. 


Throughout a career of three 


wars and tumultuous peace, Mac- 
Arthur 
has 
shouldered 
aside 


precedent to follow his destiny 
with meteoric and controversial 
brilliance. 


Left Went Point In 190S 
• 


Today, at the apparent end of 


a career which has included two 
temporary but bitter military de- 
feats, the 71-year-old general was 
relieved without public hint of 
criliciam (or his military ability. 


From the day, in 1903, tha't he 


graduated at the top of his West 
Point class, MacArthur never has 
been away from military affairs. 


He retired from the U. S. army 


in 1937, then spent the next four 
years as field marshal of the 
Philippines trying to build a 
fense force. He returned to active 
duty with the U. S. army in 1941, 
just before the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor, and has remained 
in uniform since then. 


Reached Top in 1944 


MacArthur was named a gen- 


eral of the army Dec. 18, 1944. It, 
like most of his other top appoint- 
ments, was by a Democratic presi- 
dent. 
« 


He never wore his medals. 


he had them all, 
ihcluding 


But 
the 


Congressional Medal of Honor, and 
innumerable foreign' decorations. 


MacArthur liked to think that 


his destiny hag linked his career 
with the Orient. His first assign- 
ment was as a young engineer in 
the Philippines. His career ended 
in the Orient. 


MacArthur had practically three 


careers. 


The first was distinguished by a 


spectacular rise to rank and power 
to his appointment as chief of 
staff, in 1930. At 50, he was the 
youngest man to hold that office, 
and he occupied it for a record 
length of time—five years. 


Conceived Rainbow Division 
Before then, 
MacArthur had 


been the youngest superintendent 
of West Point and the youngest 
divisional commander 
in .World: 


War I. He conceived the idea of 
the Rainbow Division and served 
in it. . 


A controversy that has lived 


alongside his name during subse- 
quent years was his part, as chief 
of staff, in ordering the army 
out against Washington's bonus 
marchers in 1932. His supporters 
said he was only obeying orders. 


The general sank into relative 


obscurity after he returned to the 
Philippines in 1935 as adviser to 
the commonwealth government. 
Two years later, on his last visit 
to continental United States, he 
married the present Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur. She has been by his side 
during most of the 
thunderous 


years that followed. 


MacArthur 
began a 
second 


career at 
61, when Japanese 


imperialism bounced him back to 
war in .the Philippines as com- 
mander of U. S. forces in the Far 
East. 


Wa» at Bataan 


There he made his first fight 


with outnumbered 'and outgunned 
troops against 
a reckless, de- 


termined Oriental enemy. 


The heartbreaking1 retreat Into 


Bataan, the bitter battle for that 
peninsula and Its tadpole guardian, 
Sorregidor, and finally the galling/ 
capitulation—these all left scars 
on MacArthur that were to reap- 
pear years later. 


MacArthur was preparing1 plans 


'or the invasion of Japan, which 
he was to command, when the 


capitulation ended the 


irst major war of Western powers 
against the Orient. 
—,. 


A third career opened for the 


general as supreme commander 
for the Allied powers—the political 
emperor of beaten, floundering 
Japan. 


He was 70 when the North Ko- 


reans struck last June. He was 
always mentally keen and alert; 
and so hard-working he denied 
himself holidays. But when com- 
bat challenged again, he seemed 
to lose 10 years and to seek action 
like an old fire horse. 


Elated By Inchon 


The general was elated by the 


success of the brilliant Inchon 
landing 
last 
September. 
The 


North Korean army came apart, 
as he had predicted, and the war 
was considered almost over. Mac- 
Arthur and 
his 
officers 
had 


thought the Chinese Communists 
would hit during the Inchon land- 
ing or not at all. 
* 


The Chinese attack was a pro- 


found shock. It turned a brilliant 
victory into a bitter holding war, 
the end of which is not yet in 
sight. 


Impatience "Fatal" 


It was then that MacArthur 


began to show his pronounced, and 
fatal, impatience with the re- 
straints under which he 
was 


obliged to fight. 


It was then he began to demand 


political decisions and to suggest 
widening the war. 


But as he made his statements, 


here must have been swirling In 
his memory the recollection of 
hat other bloody peninsula which 
meant M> much to him—Bataan.

2. The United Nations which arc 


in the Korean fighting with thii 
country—keeping their eye on the 
European powder keg—arc hoping 
to find an end to the fighting in 
Korea by reaching .some settle- 
ment with China that would let 
them concentrate on Europe. But 
If MacArthur followed his Ideas, 
such peace might be impossible. 


"Mac" Popped Off 


3. Further, the Truman admin- 


istration was miffed at MacArthur 
for repeatedly popping off with 
suggestions which might upset this 
country's other plans for Europe, 
and perhaps spoiling chances of 
peace with China, That finally led 
to his dismissal. 


To sec the situation, look at 


geography: 


Tha only part of China which 


touches Korea is Manchuria. It 
runs along the whole northern Ko- 
rean border. All the men and sup- 
plies which the Chinese pour into 
Korea have to move down through 
Manchuria. 


Also, the Chinese reserves and 


supplies are based in Manchuria. 
And any planes which the Chinese 
have, given them by Russia, have 
to be based in Manchuria. Russia 
Is Manchuria's other neighbor. 


MacArthur wanted freedom to 


bomb China's Manchurian supplies 
and bases. If they were smashed, 
the Chinese in Korea would have 
tougher going than they've under- 
gone so far. 


Wanted Chiang'* Aid 


But MacArthur was not permit- 


ted to do this. He had to do all 
his fighting against the Chinese 
inside Korea, with his planes for- 
bidden to cross the border. ' 


Further, MacArthur has con-

defense legislation granting the 
governor broad emergency powers 
m the event of atomic attack to- 
day bore committee approval in 
the Illinois general assembly.

ways to truck operators classed 
as habitual overweight violators. 


The house executive- committee 


speedily okayed the civil defense 
bill yesterday. It would put the 
present temporary defense agency 
headed by Maj. Lenox Lohr on a 
permanent basis. 


Red Inquiry 


The proposed 520,000 legislative 


inquiry into sedition won endorse- 
ment1 of the house appropriations 
committee. The military and veter- 
ans affairs group previously had 
approved it. 


The senate highways and traffic 


regulation committee favored the 
truck bill, one in a series of four 
curbs on "pavement busters" draft- 
ed by the Illinois state chamber of 
commerce.

Crime Leader 
Fischetti Dead 
At 50 in Miami, 


MIAMI BEACH, (AP)—Charles 


Fischetti, SO, one of the leaders of 
America's underworld, died early 
today at his luxurious Miami 
Beach home. 


A doctor who had been attend- 


ing Fischetti for four days said 
that death was caused by a heart 
attack. He said there was no doubt 
it resulted from natural causes. 


Fischetti and his brother, Roccfc 


surrendered nine days ago to the 
sergeant-at-arms of the U. S. Sen- 
ate after federal agents had sought 
them many months to serve them 
with U. S. Senate crime investi- 
gating committe subpoenaes. 


Senator Tobey (R-NH), a mem- 


ber of the Kefauver committee, 
pressed for reopening of the crime 
probe the day the Fischettis sur- 
rendered. Tobey said at that time 
that "they are kingpins in tl$* 
gambling world and woudl con- 
tribute a lot of information."

You Can Help 


In outlining how individuals can aid in the national se- 


curity program, J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, says: 


"Espionage may be generally defined as the obtaining of 


confidential information regarding the national defense and 
furnishing it to unauthorized persons to the detriment of the 
United States or the advantage of a foreign power. 


"Sabotage is any act, designed to destroy or damage na- 


tional defense materials—to impede production, injure plant 
premises, to destroy public utilities, or to produce defective 
national defense goods. 


• "Under the term 'subversive activities' would be activi- 


ties on the part of any individual or organization which are 
intended to forcibly overthrow the American government or 
to give aid to its enemies. 


"The public should be alert to report all information di- 


rectly to the FBI which relates to the following specific mat- 
ters: 1. Allegations of espionage, sabotage or subversive 
activities. 2. Foreign submarine landings. 
3. Suspicious 


parachute landings. 4. Possession and distribution of for- 
eign-inspired propaganda. 5. Theft or unauthorized posses- 
sion or purchase of large quantities of firearms, ammunition 
or explosives, or short-wave transmitters and receivers. 6. 
Poisoning of public water supplies. 7. Chartering of air- 
planes for flights over restricted areas. 8. Fires and explo- 
sions of an unusual nature affecting any phase of the defense 
program. 9. Suspicious individuals loitering near restricted 
areas. 10. Possession of radio-active materials. 


"The protection of the nation's internal security is a 


twofold responsibility. It must encompass not only the safe- 
guarding of the nation's secrets and vital areas, but also 
guarantee that the civil liberties of the citizen himself will 
not be violated. Private citizens are warned against at- 
tempting to conduct their own investigations or engage in 
the circulation of malicious gossip or idle rumor. 


"By making their information available to the FBI and 


the other interested agencies of the government, without at- 
tempts at evaluation or to draw conclusions, private citizens, 
law enforcement agencies and patriotic organizations will not 
only be safeguarding the rights of the innocent but will also 
be making their own important contribution to the nation's 
general security program." 


Our Most Important Safeguard 


"Novdictator can get along with an independent press," 


writes the Los Angeles Times. This observation was prompted 
by what happened to La Presno of Buenos Aires, a news- 
paper which was founded in 1869 and has long had a world- 
wide reputation for integrity and accuracy. 
La Prensa 


achieved a very large circulation and it prospered accord- 
ingly. But it did the unforgivable—it was often critical of 
Juan Peron's dictatorship in Argentina. So finally it has 
been done to death as a free medium of news and opinion. 
It has been taken over by Peron's government and is now be- 
ing run under the supervision of a committee from Peron's 
rubber-stamp congress. Its distinguished editor, Dr. Gainza 
Paz, escaped to Uruguay after a close brush with Argentine 
police who were trying to arrest him. 


The press of Argentina, with a single exception, is now 


wholly controlled by the government. There will be no dis- 
senting voice, no matter what the dictator does. 


Of all the safeguards which a people have against op- 


pression, the free press is the most important. It is not a 
coincidence that every dictator—communist, fascist, or what 
have you—starts to muzzle the press as soon as he takes 
over the government. That is a matter of sheer necessity. 
For when men can speak and publish what they believe to 
be the truth, injustice cannot long flower. Truth is what all 
dictators fear the most. 


That sentence from the Los Angeles Times editorial 


should be remembered by everyone: "No dictator can get 
along with an independent press."

These ulcers can develop either 


in the stomach itself or in that 
part of the intestine immediately 
below the stomach known as the 
duodenum.

But they 
are alike in being irritated by too 
much acid in the gastic juice and 
needing time for the ulcerated 
area to heal over. 


It is most distressing to receive 


letters from people having symp- 
toms which might well mean the 
presence of an ulcer but who do 
lot seem to want to do much 
about it. Yet that happens fre- 
quently, perhaps because they ex- 
pect an ulcer to be more painful 
:han it actually is. Man^r ulcers, 
for example, cause only a slight 
amount of pain or none at all, and 
yet should be treated just as care- 
fully as those which are causing 
worse symptoms. 
DON'T NEGLECT IT 


Actually any strange sensation 


in or near the stomach should 
raise the suspicion of ulcer. The 
most common is pain—but usually 
one which is not present all the 
time.

SAGA OF 'HUEY LONG'-THE CINNAMON KID 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Of all the thousands of homeless children 


in Korea the one I can't forget is Huey Long. 


He looked like a weeping persimmon with a crew haircut the first 


time I saw him the night the American army pulled back through 
burning Seoul in early January. 


Dwight Martin, another correspondent, and I were touring the 


darkened city. It was lit only by a half-dozen acre-wide fires. 


On the steps of city hall stood 


a small forlorn boy, all alone and 
weeping bitterly. We halted our 
|eep and talked to the crying boy. 


Became Huey Long 


He spoke a few words of Eng' 


ish he 
had picked up 
from 


soldiers. He let us know that he 
was eight years old and an orphan. 
When we asked him his name he 
said: 


"Hong Ku He." 
Right away we decided that 


Huey Long was (easier to remem- 


ber than Hong Ku He, and Huey 
Long he became. 


He climbed Into the Jeep, we 


swaddled him in a blanket, and 
the tears stopped as if by magic. 


Huey fell asleep that night on 


the floor of the command post of 
the 27th regiment with his mouth 
full of crackers. The next day 
we drove back to our press camp 
at Taegu. 


Tough to Handle 


Huey immediately became the 


pet and autocrat of the prest 
camp. He also acquired some new 
nicknames—"The Cinnamon Kid,' 
"Little Pot Belly," and "Charlii 
Company." 


When "Oncle Dwight" went to 


Tokyo, "Oncle Haul"—as he called 
me—had to take over as foster 
father. He was a hard child to 
handle. 


Bedtime was always stormy 


Usually two correspondents finally 
had to pick him up by force and 
carry him spreadeagle style to his 
cot. 
• 


But in the morning our little 


man always became a lonesome 
affectionate little boy again. He 
;ot up before the birds. He woulc 
try to crawl into our bedrolls to 
snuggle. Then he would go arounc 
and pat each sleeping correspond- 
ent on the cheek, grunting "Ugh!"

said the writ calls for the records

reviewed. 


These records show, according 


to Hallett, that Giese enlisted in 
the army at Champaign in 1926 
and completed a three year hitch. 
He enlisted again in March, 1930, 
but

months 
later 
went 


AWOL. 


Told He Was Not Wanted 
He surrendered 
in 
193f. at 


Bloomington, 111., 
according to 


hallett, and was told he was not 
wanted. Then the army arrested 
Giese and returned him to duty 
in October to complete unserved 
enlisted time. 
He 
deserted in 


March, 1943. 


In 1944 he was drafted 
and 


served 21 months in Europe, Af- 
rica and Middle East, and' was 
hi-.norably discharged in 1946. He 
was seized again by the army in 
February, 1949, and convicted of 
desertion by a court martial in 
June, 1949. 


Federal Judge Michael L. Igo 


fieed Giese on a writ of habeas 
corpus, but the U. S. circuit cour 
of appeals later reversed the Igo 
ruling. 
The appeals court hel 


that Giese had not exhausted a 
the remedies available in the mili 
tary courts.

In his application for a wri 


from the supreme court, Hallet 
contended that Giese's honorabl 
discharge three years after th 
desertion had removed him frorr 
the jurisdiction of military courts 


5The attorney said Giese shoul 


not be compelled to go through 
all the military court procedure 
before seeking- relief in the civi 
courts. 
. Giese now is free on his own 
recognizance. The case 
is ex 


pected to come before the supreme 
court within the next few weeks 
Hallett said.
